Is a question 
which la puzzling the members of the 
national committee, who have arrived 
here, us well as the Business Men's 
league, which secured the conventlonito 
St. Louis. 
Every hotel and boarding 


house came out (lat-footed yesterday, 
and declared that It would entertain no 
negfro as a puest or customer. Money 
Is no object. 
Threats of prosecution 


have had no effect, and fiwm the present 
outlook it would stem thUt unless tents 
nre secvircd the colored men will have 
lo s-'o hunci-y and unhoused. 


"I am thoroughly diSEUHted and dls- 


touraged," said National Committee- 
man Long ot Florida last night, in 
spealclnfr of the matter. I have been 
looking all clay lone *°r a hotel, board- 
ing house or cafe that would admit the 
negroe.1), but it has been a 
fruitlesd 


search. I even went so far as to try to 
charter a steamboat, but when the own- 
ers learned for , what purpose It was 
wanted they found an excuse for re- 
fusing me the use of the vessel. It Is 
the first time In the history of the Re- 
publican party where .such an embar- 
rasufng predicament has arisen." 


"When asked what the national com- 


mittee would do In the matter he re- 
plied: "I have consulted with the mem- 
bers who are here, and we have decided 
to oTfer a resolution as soon as the com- 
mittee meets condemning the hotel and 
Inn keepers, .and for the Betting aside of 
a fund for renting a ha-ll In which cots 
shall be placed for the accommodation 
of the negroes who may come to the con- 
vention. We will also require the em- 
ployment of cooks, etc., to supply them 
with food." 


This trouble has been brewing for 


nearly a week. A number of days ago 
It was learned by the Business Men's 
league that some of the leading hotels 
had been cancelling agreements with 
certain state delegates when the land- 
lords learned that 'negroes were num- 
bered among them. It became so ap- 
parent that the negroes were being dis- 
criminated against that the league Is- 
sued the following manifesto: 


"The Business Ken's league, when In 


Washington for the purpose of securing 
the 
Republican 
convention 
for St. 


Louis, promised that colored delegates, 
and members of the national Republi- 
can executive committee, should receive 
the same recognition from the hotels 
that any other delegate to the conven- 
tion would. With this It was Implied 
that the citizens representing the city 
of St. Louis for securing the convention, 
would ask and endeavor to Induce pub- 
lic places, hotels, boarding houses and 
bathrooms, at least for convention week, 
tu accord to the reputable and respect- 
able colored mer. who will come here 
i-fcpresentlmz their sections and their peo- 
j.le, In the 1-i.epublican party, such treat- 
ment as ajiy reputable and respectable 
person would recelva. It is not believed 
that a great many would want to ac- 
cept the privileges, but It will be very 
humiliating If one of them, with their 
colleagues and friends, or alone, should 
present himself In any public place, and 
be refused admittance or service. It Is 
hoped, expected and desired by the 
gentleme;-. representing 
the citizens, 


who secured the convention, that all will 
endeavor to meet the situation as justice 
and propriety require. Any parties fall- 
Ing to receive accommodations will 
please report to the general hotel com- 
mittee. C. C. Rainwater, chairman, or 
the bureau of information." 


"When the hotel men read this they 


were wrathful. They said it was an in- 
vitation to the colored 
delegates to 


prosecute them f or damages. They went 
to the league committee on hotel accom- 
modations, and made a vigorous pro- 
test. 
Concerted action then followed, 


with the result that the negroes cannot 
find lodging places, or even a<reputablo 
place to eat Major C. C. Rainwater, a 
member of the Business Men's league, 
and'of the local entertainment commit- 
tee, is quite as much displeased with the 
turn affairs have taken, as any member 
of the national committee. 
He, "with 


several other members of the local com- 
mittee, have been hunting for a place to 
entertain the negro delegates, but with- 
out success. 


Perry Heath and ex-Congressman 


Thompson of Ohio, who are here in the 
interests of McKinley, are quite as much 
disturbed as the national 
committee- 


men. 
They have been In telegraphic 


communication with Marcus A. Hanna 
all day, but, as yet, no solution of the 
problem has been reached. 


In no former Republican national con- 


vention has the committee had so hsavy 
a duty -to perform in making up the roll 
for the temporary organization as the 
present committee has before It. There1 
are 158 contested seats from 15 states 
and one territory, and of these the en- 
tire delegation Is contested from five 
states, and the territory t)f Arizona. 
The committee, as a whole, will com- 
mence

In. several of .them police 
had'to arrest-the participants for as- 
saulting and beating the chairman, and 
the Icud3 that grew out of local rivalries 
have been transferred to the national 
arena to .-be stubbornly fought out by 
the .prJTidpQls, who have come deter-~ 
mlneif, if possible, to return home as the 
recognized leaders of their respective 
bailiwicks. The bitterest of these con- 
tests come from the.south. All of the 
contending parties have come here pre- 
pared with printed briefs and affidavits 
as lo their regularity and right to racos- 
nltlon, and each case will be presented 
by special counsel, selected from the best 
speakers among the" respective factions. 
The committee will probably take up the 
contests,,.wlth the states in alphabetical 
order, %when both sides are on hand and

The committee's conclusions, however. 


i are not final. They a're for the purpose 
or making up the- roll for temporary 
organization, and only show w.ho, in Its 
judgment, Is primarily entitled to a seat 
in the'convention. The -whole fight by 
every delegation may be gone over anew 
before the committee on credentials, 
which Is to be named by the chairman of 
the convention, and contests do not evun 
stop with that committee's report, as the 
delegates'/who are unsuccessful before 
it have/tie right .of appeal to the con- 
vention. 
:Thero are not likely to be 


many long continued contests on the 
floor of the convention, as In almost 
every Instance the contending factions 
claim to favor McKinley. 


It would be hard to predict who will

and Clapp sold Them to the City 
—Webster Endeavors to Shield 
Hunton—Spicy Testimony Re- 


[ garding the Alleged Sale to Clapp 


By Hunton—Witnesses Refused 
to Tell the Amount. 


As some people expected the first ses- 


sion of the horse deal investigation, last 
nipht, proved quite spicy, and showed be- 
yond doubt that the purchase ot the 
Iiorse3 "was even more crooked than "was 
generally supposed. 


In a session of four hours only t\vo •wit- 


nesses irere called. Clapp, who sold the 
horses to the committee, and Councilman 
Hun con of the purchasing committee, 
who sold them, or pretended to sell them, 
to Clapp, 


.The public will hesitate to believe after 


refilling tho testimony tbac the alleged 
sale by Hunton to Clapp was a genuine 
transaction. '

Charles Clapp, stable keeper was the

He thought 
the price of horses was decreased 25 per 
cent, in four years. ''I sold horses to tho 
city each year" for five or six years] post. 
This year I sold the city 22 horses; 1C to 
the streec. committee, 2 to the sewor com- 
.niittee and 4 to the police department." 


Mr. Qua—""Whon did you first learn tint 


any horses were to bo bought-by the street 
committee this year?" 
: Mr'.'Clapp—"I don't know, and I can't 
tall who acquainted me with the fact." 
ilr. Qua—"Cau you remember who you 


first talked with-when you learned the 
street department wanted to buy horses?" 
llr. Clapp—The first ones I talked with 


were Magiiire, George and Hunton." 


Mr. Clapp then said he talked with Mr. 


Maguire before -ho saw the three men. 
named above, 
-Ifc might have liuen in Ma- 


guir'e's place orin his own stable that the 
conversation was held as he visited Ma- 
cuire, and the latter . came to his stable 
several times.:.1 He . also daw Aldermau 
riemings. The only conversation he re- 
called having had with Sir. Maguire was 
that he inquired if the street committee 
was going to buy horsos. 


"I also talked"to Mr. Eveleth in front of 


jay stable. Talked u-ith him the same as 
with Ifaguire. The conversation I had 
with Mr. "Flemings was also the same as

"During our conversation nothing was 


said about prices. I saw Messrs. Muguire, 
Hunton and George at my stable Tuesday 
morning. April 14. I had no appoint- 
ment with them.' Some one of them said 
they camo to buy horses. 
They said they 


would like to see some horses and I 
showed them some. They bought the 
horses at that time." 


Mr. Clapp appeared either unwilling or 


unable to give a detailed account of the 
conversation leading up to the purchase. 
Being urged", .however, by 3Ir. Qua, he 
Raid: 
' "They bought eight horses which I had 
:it my stable, and eight others I had 
bought, but were not at my stable. These 
night I bought, at Conant's stable. 
The 


committee had seen them over there.' 
They bought the horses in a lot. I bought 
ihiisu.horses as I knew the city wanted 
horses and I got all I could to sell^them. 
They'weru all wos:ern horses and all but 
one were green horses.""

other In sixty daes. When I bought the 
horses I askud Hunton. when tho street de- 
partment was goiug to buy new horses, 
and he replied, 'as soon as the committee 
gets together.' I told Hunton I knew tlie 
horses he sold rue were the kind the city 
wanted. At the time, something was 
said 
about .Alderinun Fleming

niray. I d;d no; sell tha horses to the 
city for the price I paid (or them. Mr. 
Hunton said he bought some of them the 
week before and the others on the Satur- 
day previous to the sale." 


Mr. Clapp then gave a description of 


the horses sold to the city. 


Mr. Clapp said he had not bought any

The delegation that visited the museum 


of commerce at Philadelphia brings back 
Borne important iuformation to the manu- 
facturers of'Lowoll. 


That museum, it seems, is a great centre 


of manufacturing products, and men, Irom 
all nations go there to obtain information 
1n regard to industries of various kinds 
throughout this country. 


It will, therefore, behoove tho manufac- 


turers in textile industries especially, to 
catalogue their products iu that museum. 
It Is then the privilege of the omcialn- who 
control that museum, to direct purchasers 
to different factories where they may ob- 
tain the particular kind of goods they re- 
quire. 


An instance of this 1ms been related by 


one of the delegation who states that a 
French firm called nt the information bu- 
reau in Philadelphia to ascertain where 
he might Had a certain quality of white 
duck. 
The officials were unable to inform 


him ; but bad the textile products of t 
city been, catalogued tuere, the oflicials 
would have beeu able to direct the pur- 
chaser to the Lowell mills to find what he 
•wanted. 


There is little doubt that tho mills of 


tbis city will avail themselves of whatever 
advantages 
may be offered 
in 
this 


museum. It is not likely, however, that 
the directors of the museum will send any- 
body to Lowell to purchase what can be 
obtained in Philadelphia. 


The general public was under tho inr 


pression that the chief object of the visit 
to .Philadelphia by these gentlemen, was 
to get information in relation, to thu tex- 
tile school, but it seems that they c'ither 
got very little information on that point, 
or fire unwilling to give it to tho pub- 
lic.

THE GRASS FIELDS AEE NOW 


THICKENING UP. 


But Question of Hay Crop 


Still in Doubt. 


Boston, June 9.—The followir/vx:llmate 


and crop bulletin la Issued by the United 
States department of agriculture, Now 
Kngland section, J. "Warren Smith, di- 
rector: 


The weather In New England for the 


"week ending June S was generally fair 
lor the first five days, and rainy the last 
two. The day* have been warm, but the 
nights cool, with a light frost In the val- 
leys In the northern states on the morn- 
Ing of the 3d; no damage. A gentle, 
Bonklrp rain began on the morning ot 
the 7th. and up to 8 p. m. on the 8th, Just 
itbout three-fourths Inch had fallen over 
ill New England. At Eastport, Me., the 
fall was only .44 Inch, but at Portland it 
was .78 Inch; at Boston. .70; at Xan- 
tucket. .72, and at Albany, ,C6 Inch. In 
the south many fields of grass were too 
rearly matured to be helped by the 
rain of last week, but generally there Is 
a marked improvement In grass lands, 
pastures and all Held crops. Apples and 
Email fruits are generally very promia- 
lnC. 


Mnlno> 


Grass Is reported to be backward In 


Maine, but it Is growing well now. The 
weather has been generally favorably 
lor farm work, and for the growth of 
vesretatlon, though the bulk ofcthe field 
crops are rather backward. (Jraln has 
Improved during the week. The greater 
part of the crops have been planted, and 
hoeing has begun on the early fields. 
There Is some late grain yet to be sowed. 
Correspondents In Kennebec county re- 
port that the cut worm Is working on 
the corn mora >hp" usual. Apples have 
set well. 


New Hampshire. 


The last part of the week was a trifle 


cool for everything but grass, but taken 
altogether the past week was a profit- 
able one for farmers In New Hampshire. 
The weather was generally clear till 
Sunday, with warm days, but cool 
nisrhts. A moderate and soaking rain 
fell on the 7th and 8th. which must 
prove of benefit to all crops. A light 
frost occurred In the valleys on-the 
morning of the 8d, but no damage has 
been reported. Grass has Improved a 
great deal during the week, though on 
old fields and light soils it Is short and 
thin. 
Pastures are Improving fast. 


Corn and potatoes are comlng'up well, 
though a little unevenly. 
Fruit has 


fallen considerably. Currants and ber- 
ries promise -well. 
Little hoeing has 


i:een clone, and there is some crops yet 
to be put In. 


Vermont. 


The prospect for hay has been much 


Improved In most of Vermont by the 
rains of the past two weeks, but there 13 
6tlll considerable complaint that the 
crop must be light on many fields. In 
Addlson county, where there is a clay 
subsoil, the hay prospect Is'very poor. 
It takes a long time to moisten up such 
soil after It is once dried out, unless it 
has been thoroughly worked with a sub- 
soil plow. 
Pastures are greatly Im- 


proved, though shor^Ju places. Com is 
gTowlng well. Oats and other grains are 
doing fairly well. Potatoes have started 
enevenly. Apples have set very full. A 
light frost on the 3d did no damage of 
account. 


Massachusetts. 


The weather was very drying In Mas- 


sachusetts during all the first part of 
the week, and the rain of the 7th and 
8th was welcome. 
Grass is maturing 


fast, and on uplands and In orchards 
will be ready to cut this week. Old 
fields and dry lands have been but little 
helped by the rains, and much land Is 
being plowed up and put down to fodder 
corn or Hungarian grass for forage. 
Spring seeded grass has not come well, 
but fall seeded and rich meadows, as well 
us pastures, are showing marked Im- 
provement with the v/et weather. Favor- 
able conditions have prevailed for trans- 
planting, and most of the tobacco has 
teen set. 
Tobacco plants are doing 


well, though being somewhat injured by 
cut worms and wire worms. Strawber- 
ries are ripening very freely, and In fine 
condition. Apples are well formed, and 
appear 
promising. 
Cherries 
have 


tllKhted to some extent. Tomatoes are 
beginning to blossom, and peas have 
been in blossom for several days. Con- 
siderable corn has been replanted, but, 
generally, corn and potatoes look fairly 
well. Dr. Fisher of Fitchburg reports 
jrrape blossoms on the 6th, 11 days ahead 
of the average, and one day earlier thau 
any year lr. the last 40. 


Khode Island. * 


Much sunshine has prevailed In Rhode 
Island, and, although a little cool for 
many crops, the weather has been other- 
wise favorable, and crops are progress- 
ing nicely. There Is some complaint in 
southern "Washington county, however, 
that potatoes are not doing very well. 
The nights have been quite cooL 


Connecticut. 


The thirsty soil took In the rain of the 


previous week so thoroughly in Connec- 
ticut, that iSie top of the ground was set- 
ting dry again when rain of the 7th and 
Sih came. 
Xewly. set tobacco needed 


considerable watering, and the grass on 
dry fields showed but little Improve- 
ment. Pastures have been much im- 
proved, and a great many fields-are 
thickening up and growing fast, but on 
ather fields the condition of the grass 
is aptly put In the following quotation 
from the report of one of our correspon- 
dants: "Pastures excellent, but hay V" 
Gardens look well, though Insect pests 
continue numerous. 
Corn and oats are 


coming on In good shape, and consider- 
able corn has been hoed. Potatoes are 
rather uneven, and are generally re- 
ported to be looking rather poorly for 
the season. Pears and apples are drop- 
ping some, but there Is a good set of the 
iast named fruit. One correspondent In 
"Falrfleld county says the reports of 
farmers received in grange meetings 
Indicate that pears were badly blasted; 
;ha.t cherries and. plums have not done I 
v/elU very few. peaches, but a good set 
of apples. .Mucb laud Is twine 
to. forage c*o$«. .

the Northern Pacific Railroad company. 


The immigration bill was taken up in 


the senate, and Hr. Morgan offered an 
amendment providing that the bill shall 
not apply to persons coming from Cuba, 
and addressed the senate in support o£ 
it, saying that these Cubans came to 
this country In order to escape from the 
persecutions of Spain and to live under 
free Institutions.

Councilman Hunton, Bought Horses 


and Clapp sold Them to the City 
—Webster Endeavors to Shield 
Hunton—Spicy Testimony Re- 
garding the Alleged Sale to Clapp 
By Hunton—Witnesses Refused 
to Tell the Amount. 


As some people expected the first ses- 


sion of the hor.se deal investigation, last 
night, proved quite spicy, and showed be- 
yond doubt that the purchase! of the 
horses "was even more crooked than -was 
generally supposed. 


In a session of four hours only two wit- 


nesses were called. Clapp, who sold the 
horses to the committee, and Councilman 
Hunton 
of the purchasing committee, 


who sold them, or pretended to^sell them, 
to Clapp. 


The public -will hesitate to believe after 


reading the testimony that' the alleged 
sale by Hunton to Clapp was a genuine 
transaction. 


Both'witnesses disagreed in their-testi- 


mouy as to the mode of payment, which 
makes the matter more suspicious. 


Mr. Hnnton put the committee in the 


position of deciding to buy the horses be- 
fore knowing the price. 


Councilman Webster's attitude as a 


member of the investigating committee 
was scandalous in the ertreme. 
His 


whole course throughout 
the 
session 


proved that he is endeavoring to shield 
Hunton from exposure. 


Webster is thereby making himself a 


party to the shady work of thii committee. 
He evidently does not want a fellow re- 
publican convicted of venality. 


Another councilman is accused of post- 


ing Hunton on Clapp's testimony befora 
the second witness took the stand. 


Drink and cigars, according to one of 


the witnesses, was all the committee got 
out of the horse deal. 


It was 8.13 -when Mayor Courtney called 


to order. 


City Solicitor Qua conducted the case 


for the investigating committee, with fair- 
ness and "with a very earnest desire, to ob- 
tain all information relating to the trans- 
action. ' 


Lawyer Burke appeared lor • ITr. Clapp 


and the sub-committee. 


Mayor Courtney read the order for the 


Investigation adopted by the city council 
and stated that the committee -was ready 
to hear evidence. 


Alderman Crowley moved that all wit- 


nesses testify under oath. 
It was so 


voted. 


The same alderman also offered a mo: 
tion that all -witnesses except the one 
testifying be obliged to retire Irom -the 
room. 


This motion also passed. 
The witnesses sworn were Aldermen 


Tryder, Flemings, Pevey, 
Councilmen 


Huuton, 
George, 
Sfaguire, 
Evelnth: 


Charles Clapp and William A. Favor. 
Supt. Cheney was reported III and so was 
not in attendance.

Testimony of Charles Clapp. 


Charles Clapp, stable keeper was the 


first witness. He is ahorse trader with 
headquarters on Merrimack street. 
He 


has'no assistants at the stable, outside : of

He sells 


about one car-load of horses a month all 
of which are generally purchased by him- 
self in Iowa, Illinois and some in Massa- 
chusetts at private sale." 


Solicitor Qua—"Has there been any 


marked change in the market in the last 
three ytiars ?" 


Mr. Clapp—"Very little change. There 


has been a slight increase." 


Continuing Hr. Clapp testified: "The 


decline in tlie price of horses commenced 
about 4 years. 


Ar. Qua—"Do you know if the price ol 


horses now is considerably lower than lour 
years ago?" ' 


Mr. Clapp—"I don't know how mnch 


lower the price is now." 


Mr. Clapp testified he paid no perticu- 


lari attention to comparing the 
price 


of horses from year to year. 
He thought 


the price o[ horses was decreased 25 per 
cent, in four years. •'! sold horses to the 
city each year for five or six yearsj past. 
This yenr I sold the city 22 horses; 16 to 
the street committee, 2 to the sewer com- 
mittee and 4 to the police department." 


Mr. Qua—"When did yon first learn that 


any horses were to be bought by the street 
committee this year?" 


Mr. Clapp—"I don't know, and I can't 


tell who acquainted me with the fact." 


Mr. Qua—"Can you remember who you 


first talked with when you learned the 
street department wanted to buy horses?" 


Mr. Clapp—The first ones I talked with 


were Miiguire, George and Hunton." 


Mr. Clapp then said he talked with Mr. 


Maguiro beforo he saw the three men 
named above. It might have been in Ma- 
guire's place or in his own stable that the 
conversation was held as he visited Ma- 
guire, and the latter came to his stable 
several times. He abso saw Alderman 
Flemings. 
The only conversation he re- 


called having had with. Mr. Magulre was 
that he inquired if the street committee 
was going to buy horses. 


"I al.so talked to Mr. Eveleth In Jront of 


my stable. Talked with him the same as 
with Magnire. The conversation I had 


j with Mr. Flemings was also the same as 
with Mr. Macuire. 


"During our conversation nothing was 


said abuut prices. I saw Messrs. Jlagulre, 
Hunton and George at my stable Tuesday 
morning, April 14. I had no appoint- 
ment with them. Some one of them said 
they came to buy horses. They said they 
would like to see some horses and I 
showed them some.' They bought the 
horse's at that time." 


.Mr. Clapp appeared either unwilling or" 


unable to give a detailed account ol the 
conversation leading up to the purchase. 
Being urged, however, by Mr. Qua, he 
said: 


"They bought eight horses which I had 


at my stable, and eight others I had 
bought, but were not at my stable. These 
eight I bought at Conant's stable. The 
committee had seen them over there. 
They bought the horses in a lot. I bought 
these horses as I knew the city wanted 
horses iind I got all-I could to sell them. 
They were all western horses and all but 
one were green horses." 


Mr. Qua—"Where" did you buy thue 


horses?" 


Mr. Clapp—"Some • in Chicago, one in 


Dracut, eight in Lowell. I will not show 
my books containing the price of these 
horses to this committee unless I ahn 
obliged to. I bought the horses in the 
spring, some in March and the others in 
April." 


Mr. Qua—"From whom did yon buy 


the horses in Lowell ?" 
. Councilman -Webster—"I don't think 
that question should be asked. '.The soli- 
citor U wandering in his queitionj." 


Alderman Crowley suggested that the 


examination is proceeding all right. 


Mr. Qua then repeated his question, 


and Mr. Clapp answered: 


"I bought the eight, horses from Council- 


man Hnnton. 
On Sunday,John Sawtelle 


t»ld me the horses were at Hunion's 
stable and I went tho.re Monday morning. 
I said to Hunton: 'I heard you got some 
horses and I would like to see them,' He 
showed, them to me and I asked him the 
price of them and bought them." 


Mr. Clapp would not'state what he paid 


to Hunton for the horses " 


"I paid Mr. Hunton for the horses with 


two notes, one payable in thirty days, the 
other in sixty days. 
When I bought the 


horses I asked Hunton when the street de- 
partment was going to buy new horses, 
and he replied, 'as soon as the committee 
gets together.' I told Hunton I knew the 
horses he sold me were the kind'the city 
wanted. At the time, something was 
said 
about Alderman. Fleming 
being 


away. I did not sell the horses to the 
city for the price I paid for them. Mr. 
Hunton said he bought some of. them the 
week before Rnd the others on the Satur- 
day previous to the sale." 


Mr. Clapp then gave a description of 


the horses sold to the city. 


Mr. Clapp said he had not bought any 


horses from Mr. Hunton before, this year. 
"I have hod several talks with Mr.Hun ton 
about the horse deal since the newspapers 
aired the.matter. I saw him today; did 
not say anything about the testimony. 


"The horse I bought in Dracut was pur- 


chased from a Mr." Stickney. 
He btmght 


the same hprse from me last summer. I 
did not pay him as much as he paid me for 
the horse. 
>"oue of rhe horses I sold the 


city was ever used in this city before. 
The horses I sold to the police department 
brought me S125 each ; and those I sold to 
the sewer department brought S200 each. 
One of them I sold at the time I sold the 
16 to the street department. Supt. Cheney 
bought the one lor the sewer department. 


Mr. Clapp thought he had sold half a 


dozen horses this year for 3200 or over. 
He did not care to say to whom he sold 
them, nor would he tell what he got lor a 
car load of horses. 


"When the committee came to my stable 


George had the most talk and appeared 
tu he the leader." 


Mayor Courtney then took a hand in 


examining Mr. Clapp, arid attempted to 
get at.the conversation that preceded the 
sule, but could not get much information, 
aj Mr. Clapp was quite lorgettul of what 
occurred. 


Pres. Webster of the council here askert 


a number of questions which he had writ- 
tun out on a paper pad. Mr. Webster's 
questions were all favorable to the wit- 
ness, .and. the men. under investigation. 
Ifis method of examining was what is 
termed-, "that of forcing the proper an- 
swer." Even Lawyer Burke, Mr. Clapp's 
council, was forced to smile at Jlr. Web- 
ster's very partial examination. 


"Is it customary for one local dealer to. 


trade with another?" asked-'Mr. Webster. 


"Well no," replied Mr. Clapp. 
"Especially when one man is a member 


olthe city council," suggested Mr. Crow- 
loy. 


"Is not a guaranteed horse worth more 


than any other?", inquired Mr. Webster. 


"Yes, they are worth about 
double," 


was the answer. He also said he guaran- 
teed the horses be sold. . 


"Do you know if any member- of- the 


city government is to be'benefited dlrectlr 
or indirectly by this sale?" asked Mr. 
Qua. ' 


"I know they did not," was the an- 


swer. 


Then he added, "the 
only thing they 


got was drinks and cigars." 


The examination of Mr. Clanp wa§ con- 


cluded at 10.05. 


' Councilman. Hnnton. 


Mr. Hnnton's lace was quite pale as he 


entered the witness chair, in fact many 
spectators commented on his appearance. 
During his testimony he swore that dur- 
ing the year he bought 40 or 50 horses. 
"I first learned that the street committee 
-wanted horses soon after January 1, when 
ire viiited the stables.." ' Mr. Hunton pro- 
ceeded to describe the horses that were 
sold by the street department this year. 
He said: "In my judgment it was not 
practicable to woiithese horses any long- 
er. The hale of..horses and carriages real- 
ized S435 aud ol this the city got S405.' J. 
E. Conant & Co. were the auctioneers.' 
There was no special reason why the 
horses should be bonght daring- the ab- 
sence of Alderman Fleming. 
I never 


talked with Mr. Clapp about buying horses 
before I went to_see him with, the commit- 
tee.

"I sold Mr. Clapp eight of the horses on 


Monday, April 13. 
No member o[ the 


committee saw the horses before I sold 
them to -Mr. Clapp.

Clapp paid me lor the horses. 
He gave 


me two notes, one for thirty days and one 
for sixty days. .

did not give the notes to Mr. Hunton till 
later in'the day. .He alao stated be made 
the nbtci ont.ln kii own (Olapp's) it*ble. 


Mr. Qua—"Where did you .buy the 


horses?" 


Mr. Huntou—"I refuse to tell; neither 


will I say how much I sold them for," 


Mr. Huutou .mid he would show the 


committee the notes he received from Mr. 
Clupp but be would not tell them the 
pric^e he received, although the informa- 
tion is contained in the uotes. 


"I consider I paid a. fnir market price 


for the horses wlieu I boiight them." 


"I do not know that aay member of the 


committee received 
any 
consideration 


from the sale of these horses. The sum 
of S'200 is not 
B. big sum to p:iy for a 


working liur.se. 
ITorsea are from 15 to 2.1 


per cent, higher this yeur than last. There 
is not much dill'ereiice in the price of 
horses this yeur nnd foiu- years ;igo." 


Cross examined by Mayor Courtney, lie 


said; "The flrht time the sub-committee 
luer. was Tuesday morning at my stable 
uboiir. 9.30/nnd [ show«d them the horses. 
We thought they would mulce good horses 
for the city, and tho committee then de- 
cided to buy tin1 lu>r?e.s. 1 would not say 
whether or not [ lold tlie committee I had 
sold l.lie horses lo Mr. Clapp. 
I did uot 


Lell diem I ouct owneti the horses. 
The 


inily ph\i:e we went to was 
Glapp'^. 


Chairman Fleming recommended us to 
that place." 


Mayor Courtney—"Did you dtem it ad- 


visable to go around to see horses when 
you intended to make that purchase ?" 


Mr. Huuton—"No." 
Mayor 
Courtney—"You 
bought the 


horses for a less price than you sold to Mr. 
Clapp?" 


Mr. Hunton—"Yes." 
Mayor Courtney—"He purchased them 


for a price less than he sold them to the 
city?" 


Mr. Huntou—"Yes." 
Mayor Courtney—"Didn't you buy these 


hor.-tes in Boston?" 


Mr. Hunton—"Some of them." 
Mayor Courtney—"Would it not have 


been policy lor the committee to go to Bos- 
ton, buy those horses and save your profit 
and Mr. Clapp's?" 


Mr. Hunton—"No, the committee would 


have to take chances.1, 


Mr. Hunton could not tell how Clapp 


learned he had horses to sell. He said 
he thnught he bought some of the horses 
he sold to Mr, Clapp at an auction in 
Boston the Saturday preceding the sale to 
the city, and after he was appointed on 
the committee to purihase horses. 


Then followed a discussion in which 


the 
mayor endeavored to have Mr. 


Hunton Lell what he paid lor the horses. 


Mr. Webster objected to the mayor's 


question and Alderman Crowley thought 
it proper. 


Alderman Crowley remarked that Mr. 


Webster's 
attitude during the evening 


made it appear he was counsel lor the de- 
fense. 


Mr. Webster took exception to this, and 


said he wanted to see fair play. 


"So do I,'1 said Mr. Crowley, and he 


continued: "If Mr, Hunton is in a fair 
transaction he will no; be afraid to pro- 
claim to the world any Information con- 
nected with the transaction. I am free to 
say that as far as I have heard the testi- 
mony, it looks as if Mr. Hunton was in 
a shady transaction." 


After Mr. Webster had gone through bis 


list of questions, the committee adjourned 
to Friday night.
